WASHINGTON, March 1.—Carrying 
out the policy inaugurated by the 
State Department when it ehanged 
its military force in China into a lega- 
tion guard, the War Department has 
sent orders to Gen. Chaffee to still fur- 
ther reduce his force. The general 
now has under his command sbout 
eighteen hundred men, composed of 
Troops I, K, L and M, Sixth Cavalry, 
Battery F, Fifth Artillery, and the 
Ninth Infantry. 

Although nominally a legation guard, 
Gen. Chaffee’s force is a rather for- 
midable offensive quantity, and not 
desirous of retaining an unnecessary 
menace to the Chinese court, and in 
order to hold out inducements for its 
early return to Peking, the United 
States government some time ago de- 
termined upon a further reduction of 
the American force, and the orders 
went forward. Considerable discre- 
tion was left to Gen. Chaffee in the 
selection of the troops to remain, and 
it is assumed at the department thot 
the Peking dispatches announcing 
that these consist of two companies 
of the Ninth Infantry under Maj.

DOES FOR THE PEOPLE. 


"THE CENSUS BUREAU. 


AKING the decennial census of the 

tnited States is one of the’ most 

difficult tasks assigned to any gov- 
eremeind official. ‘This is not because 
of any inherent complexity in the work 
itself. On the contrary, tliree things 
the director of the census has to do: 
To obtain certain facts in. such form 
that they can be counted, to count them 
and to tabulate and publish the result. 
‘The facts to be collected are specified 
in the census act. He has no discretion/ 
in the , further than relates to 
details. The act agen the — 

and confers necessary. 

Sone and powers. The rest is merely 


quality to be sought in the selection of 
a director, aince he can employ expert 
assistanoe in the planning of the work; 
but a technical expert without execu- 


unaccustomed to deal wi 
a large scale. Still more rare is it to 
find one who has any adequate notion 
of the amount of labor involved in 
preparation for the census, in gatheiing 
up the necessary data, and in handling 
the material collected; the multitude 
of detaila to be considered, the number 
and kind of facilities to be provided, 
the instructions to be given, the disci- 
pline te be exercised, the financial re- 
sponsibility for such large expendi- 
tures, the risks of all sorts which the 
director must assume, 

PREPARING TO ga THE CEN- 

8U 

The key to the situation is tount'te 
the dominant fact that the work of 
the census office is not continuous, but 
intermittent. In this respect it differs 
from that of every other official bureaw 
Once in ten years an army.of employ‘s 
has to. be recruited, trained, 
to duty, driven, controlled an dis- 
charged. Thig force thers like an 
avalanche, then 4d es and disap- 
pears like drifted snow in the heat of 
the sun in early spring. Thecensus comes 
and the succession of summer 
and winter; now all is life and activity, 
now silence and inaction. The clerks 
receive their notice of dismissal, then: 

“Fold their tents the Arabs, 

And as silently s away.” 

The director goes with the rest. All, 
is gone—officers, clerk3, quarters, files, 
furniture, stationery, everything. Such 
records as it is deemed prudent to pre- 
serve are stowed anywhere In charge 
of a single clerk awaiting the new dec- 
-ade. Since 1890 part of them have been 
destroyed and have mingled 
with the elemenis, jpever to be repro- 


the next census arrives 
the subject, has to grapple with the 
question of prelitainary legislation, no 
official! head of the hureau stands ready 
to assist the committees with advice 
suggested by actual experience. For 
this and for other reasons action is so 
delayed that insufficient time for prep- 
aration on the part of the director and 
his aesistants is allowed. There 
moreover, no opportunity for amend- 
ing the census act in advance in those 
particulars in which it is discovered to 
be _ defective. The President appoints 
a” new director, who is confirmed, pro- 
ceeds to the national capital and there 
finds—nothing, except a collection of 
partial records on file he knows not 
where, and which’ contain he knows 
not what. 

THE PROBLEM OF APPOINTMENTS 

Sonfe allusion to the difficulties 
which confront the director at this ini- 
tial stage of his official career cannot 
well be avoided, since it is here sought 
‘to give a true account of the inner 
workings of the census office. Let the 
reader put himself in the director's 
place. His first duty will be to secure 
some temporary quarters, none having 
been provided for him.\ The hungry 
horde of applicants for appointment 
by which he te besieged will not walt, 
however, until he has a place in which 
to transact business. They waylay. him 
at his hotel, follow him to his lodgings 
and rob him of his privacy even at his 
meals. Their friends accompany them 
or come in their stead, and mails are 
burdened with letters from those wito 
cannot make an attack in person,- ali 
9 which must be ‘courteously acknow!l- 

dged, with promise of “due considera- 
tion” at the proper time. 

A word here on the subject of ap. 
pointments. Census taking is not « 
private enterprise conducted for pront. 
Public opinion and public sentiment de- 
mand that in the distribution of places 
there shall be at Jeast an approach to 
geographical equity; that the District 
of Columbia and the States nearest to 
the national capital shall not be given 
the lion’s share, while California, Flor- 
ida, Texas ard Maine are overlooked 
and get nothing. Stalwart partisans in- 
sist that all appointees should right- 
fully belong to the political party in 
power, while the minority in Congress 
strenuously claims consideration, and is 
in position, if this claim is ignored, 
to hamper the work of the office by op- 
posing necessary legislation on its be- 
half. When the present census act waa 


the employés in the civil service was 
rejected, but the director was author- 
ized to apply an educatiqnal test of his 
own devising at his discretion. It needs 
no ergufment to show that he cannot 
select the fo without friendly suz- 
gestion from-the outside. Naturally, 
he expects to receive it from the repre- 
sentatives-.of the people in the House 
and Senate, and from other influential 
citizens of the several States and Ter- 
ritories temporarily residing in Wash- 
ington. The plan adopted in the present 
census was to make a list of those to 
be consulted and to assign to each 
person upon this list a certain number 
of appointments to be recommended by 
‘him. Candidates with such .recom- 
menddtion were given a practical ex- 


simple arithmetic. knowledge of the 
English language and general infor- 
mation as severe as that made by the 
civil-service commission for similar po-

HOUSING THE CENSUS BUREAU.

Unfortunately, there is In 
ashington, no building .of sufficient 
size which is available for this pur- 
pose. There never will be unless Con- 
gress shall provide it.

PRINCIPAL DIVISIONS oF. THE

The four principal reports to which

The prin- 
cipal difficulty to be overcome is in lay- 
making . the 
necessary plans and preparations.’ In- 
sufficient time was allowed for this pre- 
liminary stage of the work. Neverthe- 
less, more was accomplished between 
March 4,°1899, and June 1,’ 1900, than in 
the same portion of any previous dec- 
ade; and it is to the greater thorough- 
ness of preparation, suggested by prior 
experience, that the success of the pres- 
ent census is largely due.

Each architect who fur- 
nished plans for the proposed addi- 
tions will be allowed 5 per cent. of the 
contrac: price for supervising the 
work of the contractors. Work will be 
commented at once on the additions, 
and the contractors will be given until 
May 1 to finish their jobs.
